After the first heavy fall frost, 
sorghum, Sudan grass and J ohn­ 
son grass may cause serious loss­ 
es in Illinois livestock from prus­ 
sic or hy drocy anic acid poison­ 
ing, Dr. Elmer A. W oelffer, e x ­ 
tension specialist, University of 
Illinois

Medicine, warned Monday . 
W hile there is danger of prus­ 
sic

poisoning, 
animals 
should be kept away from these 
grasses. 
If the grasses are to 
be used for pasture after a heavy 
frost, only one or two animals 
should be turned onto them at

Other less common plants in

Later the animal is 
unable to stand, and death comes

Sudan grass is grown for fod­ 
der, w hile sorghum is grown for 
grain and sy rup. 
J ohnson grass 
is commonly found as a weed 
in 
southern Illinois. 
Sorphurn 
makes good pasture for hogs but 
should 
be 
used 
sparingly 
for 
sheep and cattle. 
Second-growth 
sorghum is very dangerous, and 
only a small quantity may prove 
fatal.

applications from farmers who Elmhurst, and A. A. Paltz, 
have had sheep killed by stray 
dogs inquiring if there is a re­ 
covery from the Dog Tax for 
this damage in Cook County,” 
states Farm Adviser C. A. Hugh­ 
es. 
“The trouble is there is no 
Dog Tax collected rn Cook Coun- 
[ ty. We believe this is due to I 
the fact that personal property 
is assessed rather liberally 
in 
this county and the mrthixi of 
assessment is necessarily differ­ 
ent from other counties particu­ 
larly when the 
assessor 
goes 
from farm to farm or house to 
house. 
In 
making his assess­ 
ments he usually see one or twro i 
dogs and makes an assessment, 
however this is not passed on to 
a county such as Cook. Besides, 
we have any number of stray 
dogs running over the county 
that makes sheep raising a haz­ 
ardous occupations There is no 
chance of recovery for these loss­ 
es because no Dog Tax is col­ 
lected and by state law’ this is 
the method by which losses of 
sheep killed bv dogs is recov­ 
ered. We do wish to point out 
however that if the dog can he 
identified and is caught or is 
known to have killed sheep that 
the owners care be held liable 
for the damage that the dog has 
done.”

Farm Boundaries — Disputes 
over property lines arise frc- 
I quently and are often hard to 
settle. 
The Illinois legislature 
recognized this fact at an early 
date and in 1869 passed a law 
to provide for the survey

Thi^ law, as changed and 
enacted in 1921, provides “T hat' 
w henever the owner or owners
